Oo the 22d olt,, Brigadier General C.F. Smith, whose 
Brigade was (eo at Crown Point, Ky., proceeded from 
there on a personal reconnolssanco, on the gunboat Lex- 
Angten, jn the directious of Port Heary, The gunboat pre- 
ceeded np the west channel of the river, to a point within 
‘cnemile anda balf of tbe fort, Turco rebel steamers 
Were discovered Iylog off the mouth of the small creek 
Abat empilos into the Teanoases river Just above the fort, 
A well directed abell was fired from tho Lexing 
oa, siriking coe of tho rebel era io the 
stern, A neccod bell fell short of jie mark 
Jwat im froot of the enemy's works; a third 
Darat to the alr, directly over Fort Heary, doubtleas do 
tng good execution, The rebels tn the fort then brougdt 
‘cat a tbirty-two-pounder gun to bear oo the Lexington, 
the abot from which fell into the wator one-balf mile 
Abort of itu mark. General Smith obtained an excellent 
view of the rebel fort, camp and garrisom, aod feat bis 
report to beadquarters . 

The preseot expedition under General Grant is no 
doubt of rullelent strength for any emergency, and, pro- 
Dably, ere this, he is in full posseesion of Fort Henry and 
Ki rurroandings.

Five Days Later from Earope—Gloomy 
Aspect of American Afairs. 

Now that we have this rebellion within our 
BTasp we must stile it without unnecessary Ios* 
of time, or, according to our five days later 
advices from Enrope, which we publish this 
morning, we shall bave before long the addi- 
tional burdens and trials of a war with England 
and France upon onr hands. 

The decline in cotton reported by this 
arrival, and the upward tendency of breadstulls 
in England, do not justify any very dattering 
interpretation of the pacifle recommendations 
of the London Times. Moreover, the Times, 
in this connection, has a very suspicious allu- 
sion to the interference of France (“let France 
Interfere if she likes"), which more than neu- 
tralizes its recommendation that England, yet a 
little longer, shall ‘stand quite aloof.” The 
city article of the samo journal saya that fa 
London “an uneasy feeling prevails;”” that 
“the avoidance of complications in connection 
American affairs cannot be permanently 
anticipated,” aad that “this feoliag will pro- 
Dably increase until the meeting of the French 
Chambers on Monday (last Monday week, we 
suppose), at which somo indications of the 
policy to bo adopted by France, England or 
Burope generally seem to be looked for.””
